Nine  countries  of  the  Northern  Hemisphere  estimate  a  total  wheat 
production  of  1,450*452  bushels,  2,8  per  cent  below  the  1,492,783  bushels 
reported  in  1926,  including  the.  first  forecast  of  winter  wheat  CTrop  in  tne 
United  States^     With  generally  favorable  conditions  reported  in  most  coun- 
tries, the  1927  wheax  production  now  gives  promise  of  "being  equal  to  if  not 
larger  than  the  1926  crop*    The  favorable  conditions  in  Canada  with  im- 
proved winter  wheat  conditions  in  the  United  States  begin  to  indicate  the 
possibility  of  a  North  American  wheat  crop  equal  to  the  1926  crop, 

Canadian  growing  conditions 

Consul  Winslow  at  Winnipeg,  Canada,  in  a  review  of  conditions  in 
Canada  during  the  month  of  June,  states  that  it  is  generally  believed  that 
>    the  estimates  of  wheat  acreage  in  the  Prairie  Provinces,  with  the  possible 
exception  of  the  estimate  made  by  the  "Manitoba  Tree  Press",  are  too  high. 
The  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  places  the  1927  acreage  at  19,473,150;  the 
Northwest  Grain  Dealers'  Association  at  19,889,100,  and  the  "Manitoba  Pree 
Press"  at  19,420,473.     The  official  estimate  for  1926  was  21,896,700  acres* 
The  first  official  estimate  for  1927  will  be  issued  today. 

The  Agricultural  Division  of  the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics  re-* 
ports  that  at  the  end  of  June  the  crops  in  Manitoba,  although  sown  late, 
are  growing  rapidly  and  looking  well*     In  Saskatchewan  they  have  made  good 
progress  during  the  past  two  weeks*     'The  condition  of  the  wheat  is  generally 
reported  good,  although  reports  for  some  regions  state  that  it  is  somewhat 
late.    Crop  conditions  in  Alberta  are  excellent.-   The  early  sown  wheat  is 
in  head*     The  Bank  of  Montreal  in  a  report  on  July  4  states  that  weather 
conditions  throughout  the'  Prairie  Provinces-are  almost  ideal  and  as  a  result 
of  rapid  growth  the  late  seeding  of  wheat  has  already  been  practically  off- 
set over  large  areas, 

European  V7heat  and  rye  prospects* 

wheat  production  in  Poland  is  officially  forecast  at  47,252,000  bush- 
els, an  estimate  not  far  from  what  was  expected  from  early  condition  reports 
which  indicated  a  crop  of  45,000,000  to  46,000,000  bushels.    Actual  pro- 
duction in  1926  was  47,080,000  bushels.     Total  European  production  exclusive 
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of  Eussia  still  gives  promise  of  being  as  large  or  slightly  larger  than 
the  moderate  crop  of  1926,    Rye  production  is  more  uncertain  than  wheat, 
"but  early  conditions  point  to  a  crop  exclusive  of  Russia  as  large  as  or 
larger  than  last  year, 

European  grain  crops  showed  further  improvement  practically  every- 
where as  a  result  of  the  warm,  clear  weather  with  only  a  few  local  thunder- 
showers  reported,  according  to  a  cable  to  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture  from  Agricultural  Commissioner       Ct  Haas  at  Berlin,  *  This  warm 
weather  improved  conditions  in  Germany,  Yugoslavia,  Austria  and  Poland 
where  the  cold  spring  has  caused  some  anxiety.     The  German  Agricultural 
Council  reports  that  the  condition  on  June  15  of  the  wheat  crop  in  Germany 
shows  some  deterioration  from  May  15$  at  which  time  official  reports  indi- 
cated conditions  as  above  average.     There  has  been  little  change  in  rye 
conditions  during  this  period^    Harvesting  has  "begun  in  Rumania  and  trade 
reports  are  estimating  that  the  yield  in  some  parts  of  .the.  country  will  he 
higher  than  in  any  of  the  past  five  years,  hut  this  optimistic  outlook  is 
not  general  for  the  country.     Harvesting  has  also  begun  in  Bulgaria  and 
the  outlook  is  favorable  for  a  good  crop* 

In  Russia,  winter  cereals  were  average  or  above  in  condition  jin 
most  parts  of  Ukraine,  Central  and  Northern  Russia  and  Siberia  the  first 
week  in  July*    Harvesting  began  in  Ukraine  and  Crimea  at  the  end  of  June 
and  a  good  yield  from  the  winter  grains  is  reported,  but  the  yield  from 
the  spring  grains  in  Crimea  is  poor*     In  the  Middle  and  Lower  Volgas  the 
spring  grains  are  in  unsatisfactory  condition.    All  grains  are  reported 
below  average  in  White  Russia,  but  this  is  not  a  heavy  grain  producing 
region.     The  weather  over  Russia  was  generally  warm  and  dry  during  the 
week  ending  July  64     The  latter  part  of  the  week  was  very  hot,  particularly 
over  central  and  eastern  part  of  the  country.    Some  local  storms  fell  over 
the  Volga  regions,  North  Caucasus  and  the  Ukraine  but  the  spring  grains  are. 
still  in  need  of  rain. 

North  -African  crop  -prospects 

The  North  African  wheat  crop,  according  to  the  present  outlook,  promises 
to  be  about  the  same  as  in  1926  when  the  four  countries  reported  a  total  pro- 
duction of  91,000,000  bushels,     The  second  estimate  of  the  Moroccan  crop 
places  production  at  24,434,000  bushels  as  compared  with  18,078,000  bushels  in 
1926,     The  condition  of  the  wheat  crop  in  Egypt  is  above  average  and  acove 
last  year,     No  estimate  of  acreage  is  available  but  with  an  average  acreage 
the  crop  will  probably  be  slightly  above  last  year„     Conditions  in  Algeria  are 
not  so  favorable  as  in  Morocco  and  with  the  reduction  of  150,000  acres  the 
crop  will  probably  be  below  the  23,551,000  bushels'  production  in  1926>  For 
Tunis  also  the  outlook  is  poorer  than  last  "year* 
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Southern  Remisriiere  conditions 

The  leather  in  Argentina  for  the  week  ending  July  4  was  warmer  after 
the  unseasonably  cool  weather  of  the  preceding  week,  according  to  reports 
to  the  United  States  "Weather  Bureau*    No  precipitation  was  reported  from 
any  section  of  the  country  to  relieve  droughty  conditions  previously  re- 
ported.   No  change  has  been  reported  in  Australia  where  dry  weather  was  in- 
juring the  prospects* 

European  wheat  market  conditions 

The  active  demand  for  wheat  which  has  characterized  European  markets 
for  several  months,  continued  during  early  June*  according  to  a  report  from 
Agricultural  Commissioner  G-.  C*  Haas  at  Berlin.    During  the  rest  of  June 
and  the  first  of  July  a  distinct  lessening  of  interest  is  reported  from 
practically  all  continental  markets,  although  a  considerable  volume  of  grain 
is  still  moving,  particularly  to  the  northern  ports*    The  indications  are 
that  the  very  heavy  overseas  shipments  toward  Europe  in  recent  months,  which 
have  been  arriving  in  large  volume,  are  finally  beginning  to  catch  up  with 
requirements,  as  stocks  are  reported  showing  some  tendency  to  accumulate  in 
nearly  all  markets,  and  less  wheat  is  being  sold  than  some  time  ago*  'The 
present  favorable  European  crop  outlook  is  also  influencing  buyers,  although 
prices  have  remained  fairly  steady  up  to  the  present  time.     The  trade  is 
anticipating  continued  less  active  business. in  the  next  few  weeks,  but  there 
are  still  large  requirements  that  will  have  to  be  met  from  old  crop,  over- 
seas wheat,  as  domestic  supplies  are  practically  exhausted  everywhere  and 
the  new  crop  is  generally  from  2  to  3  weeks  late*     The  belief  of  large  re- 
quirements is  supported  by  a  slight  improvement  during  the  first  week  of  July 
in  Antwerp  and  a  few  other  markets. 

Wheat  movements  to  market 

United  States 

Exports  of  wheat,  including  wheat  flour,  from  the  United  States  for 
the  week  ending  July  2  were  2,205,000  bushels.     Total  exports  for  the  season 
are  217,447,000  bushels.     Net  exports  are  20^,000,000  bushels,   compared  with 
92,371,000  bushels  the  preceding  year* 

Canada 

Stocks  of  wheat  in  the  Western  Grain  Inspection  Division  of  Canada 
on  June  29  were  31,719,000  bushels  as  compared  with  33*019,000  bushels  a 
week  ago  and  24,644,000  bushels  a  year  ago*     Stocks  at  Fort  William-Port 
Arthur  were  20,446,000  bushels.     Receipts  at  Port  William-Port  Arthur  during 
the  week  were  1,612,000  bushels*  bringing  total  receipts  from  August  1,  1926 
to  date  up  to  ?/±2,  377,000  bushels*     Shipments  during  the  week  were  2,138,000 
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bushels  by  lake  and  324,000  "bushels  by  rail.     Total  shipments  for  the  sea- 
son are  233,068,000  bushels.     Receipts  at  Vancouver  during  the  week  were 
56,000  bushels  and  shipments  were  598,000  bushels. 

Other  countries 

During  the  week  ending  July  2,  Argentina  exported  2,753,000  bushels 
of  wheat,  Australia  2,776,000  bushels,  British  India  752,000  bushels  and 
the  Danube  region  16,000  bushels.     During  the  week  ending  June  25,  Argen- 
tina exported  2,801,000  bushels,  Australia  2,400,000  bushels,  and  British 
India  1,048,000  bushels. 


United  States  wheat  prices 

The  cash  price  of  wheat:  declined  materially  during  the  week  ending 
July  1.     The  general  average  cash  price  of  all  grades  and  classes  at  the 
five  principal  markets  declined  5  cents  from  $1.49  to  $1*44,     No.  2  hard 
winter  at  Kansas  City  declined  4  cents  from  $1.44  to  $1.40,  #1  dark  north- 
ern spring  declined  4  cents  from  $1.57  to  $1.53,  #2  amber  durum  declined 

3  cents  from  $1.54  to  $1.51,  and  #2  soft  red  winter  at  St.  Louis  declined 

4  cents  from  $1.51  to  $1.47.     During  the  same  period  last  year  the  price 
of  all  grades  and  classes  dropped  13  cents,  #2  hard  winter  25  cents,  #1 
dark  northern  spring  1  cent,  #2  soft  red  winter  9  cents,  and  #2  amber  durum 
advanced  3, cents.

All  classes  of  wheat  excepting  #1  dark  northern  spring  are  higher 
than  last  year.     Since  July  1  cash  prices  of  wheat  have  made  no  material 
change.     The  spread  between  Winnipeg  and  Minneapolis  cash  prices  narrowed 
one  cent  during  the  week  and  is  now  (July  1)  9  cents  in  favor  of  Winnipeg. 
Last  year  at  the  same  time  there  was  a  spread  of  7  cents  in  favor  of  Minne- 
apolis. 
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^ Since  the  week  ending  July  1,  future  prices  of  wheat  have  remained 
approximately  the  same  except  at  Liverpool  where  July  wheat  has  advanced  2 
cents.    Pine  weather  continues  throughout  the  wheat  "belt  and  export  demand 
continued  slow.     On  July  5,  as  compared  with  a  week  before,  July  futures 
advanced  13/4  cents  at  Chicago,  2  cents  at  Kansas  City,  1  cent  at  Minneapolis 
5/8  of  a  cent  at  Winnipeg,  and  3  cents  at  Liverpool.     September  wheat  ad- 
vanced 1  cent  at  Chicago  and  1  1/2  cents  at  Kansas  City  and  Minneapolis  over 
the  same  period. 

CORN 

The  price  of  corn  at  Buenos  Aires  for  the  week  ending  July  2  has  re- 
mained at  71  cents  or  a  little  more,  according  to  cables  to  the  New  York 
"Journal  of  Commerce".    The  margin  between  the  Buenos  Aires  and  Chicago 
prices  for  that  week  ranged  from  27.6  cents  on  Monday  to  as  high  as  30.35' 
cents  on  Wednesday.     It  is  unofficially  reported  that  a  New  Jersey  company, 
which  is  importing  corn  from  Argentina  for" the  first  time  since  1924,  has 
purchased  about  750,000  bushels  of  Argentine  com  which  is  due  to  arrive 
the  first  week  in  August.     Corn  arriving  at  the  Argentine  ports  continues 
of  excellent  quality  as  far  as  moisture  content  is  concerned,  and  the  ex- 
portation is  record-breaking.     During  the  week  ending  July  2  there  were 
9,400,000  bushels  exported,  which  though  a  little  .lower  than  the  previous 
week  is  still  a  very  high  figure.     The  increase  in  the  price  of  corn  in 
the  United  States  for  June  over  that  of  May  on  account  of  the  late  planting 
and  unfavorable  weather  has  been  so  great  that  it  has  broken  all  records 
since  1909.     The  United  States  export  of  241,000  bushels  for  the  week  end- 
ing July  2  has  been  the  heaviest  for  the  last  month.    Exports  of  corn  from 
the  Danube  are  reported  to  be  the  heaviest  of  the  present  season  except  for 
the  week  of  June  3. 

BARLEY 

There  has  not  been  much  change  in  the  acreage  or  condition  of  barley 
during  the  last  week.     The  condition  of  barley  in  Egypt  on  July  1  was  re- 
ported as  about  the  same  as  on  June  1,  and  a  little  better  than  for  last 
year.     The'  condition  of  both  winter  and  spring  barley  in  Poland  on  July  1 
is  about  the  same  as  on  the  same  date  last  year.    A  summary  of  the  barley 
acreage  sown,  so  far  as  reported,  is  given  on  page  64.    Barley  exports  from 
the  United  States  for  the  week  ending  July  2  amounted  to  139,000  bushels, 
the  smallest  export  since  the  week  of  May  28. 

CATS 

The  acreage  and  condition  of  oats  so  far  as  reported  in  Europe  have 
not  changed  materially  during  the  last  week.    A  summary  of  the  area,  sown  to 
oats  so  far  reported  is  shown  on  page  64.    Exports  of  oats  from  the  United 
States  for  the  week  ending  July  2  decreased  to  78,000  bushels. 
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^The  incipient  drought  in  Argentina  caused" -such  an  increase  in  the 
local  demand  for  oats,  according  to  "The  Times  of  Argentina" ;■  that  prices 
went  up  considerably.     They  consider  it  possible  that  this  demand  will  re- 
duce the  supply  available  for  export,  and-  the t  there  will  be  a  sharp  re- 
duction in  shipments.     'The- tendency  among  Argentine  farmers  seems  to  be  to 
use  more ^ and  more  of  their  oats' for  home ■consumption,  and  to  put  their 
animals  into  the  fields,  which  saves-  the ' expense  of  harvesting,  bagging, 
and  transportation.     They  do  not  consider  it  probable,  therefore,  that 
Argentina  will  ever  rank  largely  as  an  exporter  of  oats. 

COTTON 

Condition  in  Egypt  for  June  averaged  102  per  cent  of  the  last  ten 
years  for  Lower  Egypt,  100  per  cent  for  Middle  Egypt,  and  100  for  Upper 
Egypt,  according  to  the  Associated  Press,  compared  with  97,99  and  99  per 
cent  respectively  for  June  1,  1926. 

In  the  Laguna  District  of  Mexico,  rainfall  during  June  improved 
the  condition  of  the  crop  so  that  estimates  are  now  from  30,000  to  100,000 

ales  as  compared  with  a -previous  estimate  of  70,000  bales,  and  225,000 
baxes  last  year,  according  to  Consul  Jackson  at  Torreon.    The  cotton  pick- 
ing season  in  the  Laguna  is  expected  to  start  the  latter  part  of  July, 
Labor  is  plentiful  and  cotton  pickers  will  probably  be  paid  the  same  as  last 
year.    Due  to  the  low  price  of  cotton  and  upon  the  advice  of  the  Mexican 
Eederal  Government,  many  farmers  changed  to  wheat  this  year.    As  a  result, . 
the  acreage  planted  in  cotton  is  estimated  to  be  only  155,000  acres  compared 
with  345,800  acres  in  1926  and  172,900  in  1925.     The' usual  cotton  production 
-ummary  table .appears  on  page  65. 

TOBACCO 

The  tobacco  crop  of  Cuba  has  suffered  from  drought  and  the  cron  will 
e  considerably  reduced,  according  to  a  report  of  June  9,  1927  from  Consul 
n  Charge,  Edward  Caffery  in  Habana,  Cuba.     The  greatest  damage  occurred  in 
■he  provinces  of  Habana  and  Pinar  del  Rio.     The  rain  has  been  so  scarce, 
particularly  in  Pinar  del  Rio,  that  many  of  the  fields  are  burned  dry.  In 
the  province  of  Habana  irrigation  has  been  employed  to  an  important  extent, 
and  the  damage  has  been  lessened.     One  important  tobacco  grower  has  esti- 
mated his  losses  this  year  at  50  per  cent,  and  that  the  loss  may  actually 
be  greater,  since  the  quality  of  the  leaf  may  have  suffered  so  much  that 
after  drying  and  curing  the  tobacco  may  not  be  fit  for  consumption.

The  June  30  estimate  of  European  sugar  beet' acreage  issued  by  E.  0. 
Licht  places  the  1927  plantings  at  6,133,000  acres.     This  is  2.S  per  cent 
above  the  estimate  of  May  31  and  14.3  per  cent  above  his  final  estimate  of

5,365,000  acres  for  1926.     In  the  new  estimate  Russia  shows  an  increase  of 
138,000  acres,  Netherlands  of  10,000  acres,  and  other  countries  7,000  acres, 
while  the  estimate  for  Austria  shows  a  decrease  of  2,000  acres.  Estimates 
for  all  other  countries  remain  as  published  in  "Foreign  Crops  and  Markets", 
June  13,  page  811. 

Weather  in  Hawaii  the  middle  of  June  was  unusually  favorable  for  cane 
harvesting  and  other  field  work  and  for  the  growth  of  crops,  according  to  a 
trade  report  of  June  30.     With  an  adequate  moisture  supply  brought  about  by 
heavy  rains  of  recent  months,  except  locally  on  the  Island  of  Hawaii,  rain- 
fall for  the  twelve  months  ending  May  31  has  been  above  normal  on  Kanai  and 
Oahu,  about  normal  on  Maui,  and  somewhat  less  than  normal  on  the  Island  of 
Hawaii.     Recent  temperatures  have  been  about  normal  or  slightly  above  and 
sunshine  is  generally  adequate. 


BRITISH  AND  GERMAN  FRUIT  IMPORTS  IN  MAY:     There  were  seasonal  de- 
clines in  the  imports  of  most  fresh  and  dried  fruits  into  Great  Britain  and 
Germany  in  May.     The  imports  of  fresh  fruit  into  both  countries,  however, 
were  on  a  considerably  higher  level  during  the  1926-27  season  than  in  the 
preceding  year.     The  outstanding  features  of  the  trade,  from  the  point  of 
view  of  American  producers,  were  the  tremendous  increase  in  the  takings  of 
American  apples  in  Germany  and  the  substantial  increase  in  imports  into 
Great  Britain.     Germany  also  imported  more  raisins  from  the  United  States  in 
1926-27  than  in  the  preceding  year,  but  the  takings  of  American,  as  well  as 
Yugoslav,  prunes  fell  off.     The  British  trade    in  fruits  during  the  1926-27 
season  has  been  featured  by  increased  takings  of  both  fresh  and  dried  fru.it. 
It  is  of  particular  interest  to  note  the  larger  imports  of  fresh  apricots 
and  peaches,  most  of  which  in  recent  months  have  been  coming  from  the  Union 
of  South  Africa.     Foreign  Service  Release  F. S. /F-53,  July  7,  1927,  carries 
additional  details. 

SPANISH  ONION  SHIPMENTS:     Shipments  of  Spanish  onions  to  the  United 
States  up  to  July  6,  1927,  amounted  to  2,612  cases,  37,718  half-cases  and 
105,786  crates,  according  to'  a  cable  received  in  the  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture from  Consul  Clement  S.  Edwards  at  Valencia.     This  is  equivalent  to  ap- 
proximately 127,820  bushels.     Of  this  season's  shipments,  1,126  cases, 
30,855  half-cases  and  85,709  crates  were  reported  as  having  been  shipped 
to  the  American  market  prior  to  June  24,     Subsequent  shipments  consisted  of 
6,836  half-cases  and  20.077  crates  on  board  the  steamer  "Liberty  Land"  due 
in  New  York  on  July  15.     The  Spanish . onion  market  at  the  present  time  is 
good,  states  Consul  Edwards.     Prices  quoted  range  around  96  cents  per  crate 
of  38-1/2  pounds  c. i, f .  Hew  York.

_     DAIRY  SEASON  CLOSING  IN.  AUSTRALIA;     The  approach  of  winter  in  Aus- 
tra  ia,  especially  in  the  southernmost  dairy  states  of  New  South  Wales  and 
Victoria,  ig  reflected  in  the  low  level  to  which  their  butter  supplies  have 
lallen  m  recent  months.     Compared  with  the  previous  season,  which  was  an 
unfavorable  one,   the  export  of  k, 052, 36s  pounds  from  all  Australia  represents 
some  increase.     The  April  exports  were  only  half  as  great,  however,  as  those 
01  March.     Production  up  to  June  k  showed  further  marked  decline  in  the  three 
important  states,  Victoria,  New  South  Wales  and  Queensland,  where  the  seasonal 
aavance  toward  the  low  point  of  the  year  had  taken  place  in  £bout  the  order 
named,

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Prospects,  based  on  sheep  numbers,  lambing  returns  and  information 
on  slaughtering  and  exports  for  the  early  months  of  the  year,  indicate  a 
world  supply  of  mutton  and  lamb  available  for  consumption  larger  in  1927 
than  in  1926,     Imports  of  frozen  mutton  and  lamb  into  Great  Britain  for 
the  period  January-May  1927  were  8.7  per  cent  and  2.5  per  cent  larger  than 
for  the  same  months  of  1926  and  1925  respectively.     Prices  at  London 
Central  Markets  have  been  generally  lower  so  far  this  year  than  for  the 
corresponding  periods  of  the  two  proceding  years.     Prom  the  standpoint  oi 
the  United  States,  the  factors  indicated  above  are  significant  in  so  far^ 
as  they  may  influence  the  demand  for  other  types  of  meat,  notably  pork,  in 
Great  Britain,  the  leading  consumer 'of  American  meat  exports. 

Production 

In  almost  all  the  important  mutton  and  lamb  producing  countries, 
lambing  prospects  are  good  for  1927*    Although  the  weather  has  been  some- 
what dry  in  New  South  Wales,  there  will  probably  be  more  lambs  than  last 
year  on  account  of  the  large  increase  in  sheep,  .  Rain  was  needed  in  most 
parts  of  Australia  to  ensure  satisfactory  autumn  lambing  this  year,  ac- 
cording to  the  "Pastoral  Review"  of •  March  16.     If  a  dry  winter  (June  - 
August)  is  experienced,  the  losses  will  probably  be  heavy,  states  the 
"Review".     Telegraphic  reports  under  date  of  June  4  stated  that  light 
scattered  rains  had  fallen  in  New  South  Wales  and  Victoria.     In  New  South 
Wales,  however,  they  would  be  of  little  value  unless  followed  by  more. 
Dry  weather  usually  results  in  more  sheep  and  lambs  being  sent  to  the 
freezing  works,  on  account  of  scarcity  of  feed.     Reports  from  New  Zealand 
indicate  a  good  season  so  far.     In  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  lambing  has 
been  satisfactory,  if  anything  slightly  above  average.     In  Canada  the  crop 
of  lambs  is  also  indicated  to  be  above  average.     In  the  United  States  in 
most  areas  the  condition  of  early  lambs  on  May  1  was  generally  reported 
as  above  average.     The  shipments  of  early  lambs  in  May  and  June  are  ex- 
pected to  be  larger  than  last  year,  and  the  lambs  to  be  heavier. 

Sheep  numbers  in  the  principal  producing  countries  have  been  in- 
creasing steadily  during  the  last  few  years.     See  table,  page  46.  At 
the  beginning  of  1927,   sheep  numbers  in  7  countries,  including  the  United 
States  and  an  unofficial  estimate  for  Australia,  were  198,000,000  com- 
pared with  191,000,000  in  1926,  or  an  increase  of  4  per  cent.     These  7 
countries  in  1926  had  77  per  cent  of  the  sheep  in  the  countries  reporting 
for  that  year  and  about  30  per  cent  of  the  total  number  in  the  world.  In 
17  countries  the  number  in  1926  was  248,000,000  compared  with  240,000,000 
in  1925,  and  254,000,000  for  the  average  1909-13,  an  increase  of  4  per 
cent  over  1925  and  was  only  2  per  cent  belovv  pre-war. 

On  June  30,  1926,  the  number  of  sheep  in  New  South  Wales  was  off- 
cially  estimated  at  53,860,000  compared  with  47,100,000  in  June  1925,  an 
increase  of  14  per  cent.     According  to  these  revised  estimates,  New  South 
Wales  supports  approximately  half  of  the  sheep  in  Australia.     No  recent

figures  of  sheep  numbers  are  available  for  Argentina  and  Uruguay,  two  of 
the  important  exporting  countries.     The  condition  of  livestock  in  Argen- 
tina at  the  beginning  of  April  was  reported  excellent  throughout  the  great- 
er part  of  the  Republic,  according  to  the  "Monthly  Review  of  the  Bank  of 
London  and  South  America"  for  May  1927. 

A  study  of  production  and  slaughtering  figures  for  countries  for 
which  they  are  available  and  export  figures  for  some  surplus  producing 
countries  indicates  that  mutton  and  lamb  production  in  the  first  months 
of  1927  was  generally  greater  than  for  the  same  period  in  1926.     The  only 
countries  for  which  reports  are  available  for  the  early  months  of  the  year 
which  show  decreases  are  the  United  States,  -Uruguay  and  Germany.  Ship- 
ments of  mutton  and  lamb  from  New  Zealand,   the  leading  exporter,  for  the 
first  quarter  of  1927  were  15  per  cent  larger  than  for  the  corresponding 
1926  quarter,  with  Australia  also  showing  a  substantial  increase  for  the 
same  period.     Slaughterings  in  packing  plants  in  Argentina  for  the  first 
four  months  of  this  year  numbered  1,102,429  compared  with  only  984,946 
for  these  months  last  year,  an  increase  of  12  per  cent.     In  Canada,  in- 
spected slaughter  of  sheep  for  the  first  four  months  of  this  year  numbered 
88,115  compared  with  79, 6s4  for  the  same  period  of  1926.     Uruguay  is  the 
only  exporting  country  showing  a  slight  decrease  this  year.     This  was  to 
be  expected,  however,  as  last  year  slaughterings  of  sheep  in  that  country 
were  unusually  heavy,  about  twice  as  large  as  in  1923  and  1924  and  about 
three  times  that  of  1925. 

Among  the  important  importing  countres  for  which  information  is 
available,  'a  slight  reduction  in  inspected  slaughterings  is  noticed  in 
the  United' States,  slaughterings  for  the  first  5  months  of  1927  aggregat- 
ing 5,098, 468  head  compared  with  5,142,593  in  the  same  period  of  1926,  a 
decrease  of  0,9  per  cent.     With  judications  of  a.  larger  and  heavier  ship- 
ment of  early  lambs  in  June,  however,,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  of  larger 
numbers  of  sheep  on  hand  this  year  than  last,   there  is  a  possibility  of 
increased  slaughter  in  future  months  of  this  year.     In  the  United  King- 
dom, home  production  is  indicated  to  be  larger  than  last  year  by  the  fact 
that  receipts  of  home  produced  mutton  and  lamb  at  the  London  Central 
Markets  for  the  first  5  months  of  the  year  aggregated  32,000,000  pounds, 
an  increase  of  2g  per  cent  over  the  same  period  of  1926.     For  the  first 
three  months  of  this  year,  production  in  inspected  slaughter  houses  in 
Germany  is  estimated  to  be  only  17,000,000  pounds  compared  with  21,000,000 
for  the  same  period  of  1926.     Sheep  numbers  in  that  country  have  been  de- 
clining steadily  since  the  war. 

International  trade 

British  imports  of  mutton  and  lamb,  in  all  forms,  account  for  £bout 
95  per  cent  of  the  world's  reported  imports  of  that  commodity.     From  the 
international  viewpoint,   therefore,  variations  in  imports  into  that  country 
indicate  the  condition  surrounding  the  total  trade  to  a  very  considerable 
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degree.     Imports  into  Great  Britain  of  frozen  mutton  and  lamb  during  the 
period  January-May,  1927,  reached  2S5.9S1.000  pounds  against  263.3S7.000 
pounds  and  279,157,000  pounds  for  the  corresponding  periods  of  192b  and 
1925,  substantiating  the  evidence  pointing  to  heavier  supplies  in  all  of 
the  important  exporting  countries,     See  table,  page  57. 

New  Zealand  provides  about  ^3  per  cent  of  the  total  British  imports 
of  frozen  mutton  and  lamb.     The  relative  importance  of  the  supplies  from 
other  sources  is  maintained  fairly  regularly  from  one  year  to  another,  their 
share  of  the  1927  figure  being:    Argentina,  2S.90  per  cent;  Australia, ^ lH« 96 
per  cent;  Uruguay,  10. 3*+  per  cent,  and  5,64  per  cent  from  other  countries. 
Monthly  figures  indicate  a  fairly  definite  seasonal  variation  in  British  im- 
ports, with  the  period  of  heaviest  supply  falling  between  April  and  September. 
The  killing  season  in  New  Zealand,  which  begins  in  November  and  is  heaviest 
after  February,  is  largely  responsible  for  the  variations  in  monthly  arrivals 
at  British  ports.     For  the  first  three  months  of  1927,  total  New  Zealand  ex- 
ports reached  9^4, 233,000  pounds  against  82,529,000  pounds  for  the  same  period 
last  year.    Killings  in  Australia  begin  in  September  and  usually  run  about 
6  months,  with  arrivals  in  Great  Britain  heaviest  during  the  3  months  Decem- 
ber-February.   Early  arrivals  of  Australian  mutton  and  lamb  during  November 
usually  find  the  market  relatively  lightly  supplied,  and  receive  the  season's 
best  prices  for  those  imported  products.     The  number  of  carcasses  leaving 
Australia  during  the  first  quarter  of  1927  totaled  483,000  against  400,000 
for  the  same  quarter  of  1926.     The  South  American  killing  season  extends 
over  the  period  October-June  and  is  heaviest  from  November  to  March,  There 
is  a  growing  tendency  toward  reducing  the  seasonal  features  of  the  British 
import  trade  in  mutton  and  lamb  with  a  more  regular  flow  of  supplies  from 
exporting  countries.    At  present,  however,  the  seasonal  aspect  of  the  trade 
has  some  bearing  upon  the  question  of  its  relation  to  the  consumption  of 
other  meats  in  Great  Britain. 

Consumption 

Per  capita  consumption  of  mutton  and  lamb  in  countries  for  which  estim- 
ates are  available  appears  to  be  generally  lower  than  in  pre-war  years.  In 
Canada  the  per  capita  consumption  of  mutton  and  lamb  has  been  declining  stead- 
ily since  1921  and  is  now  almost  below  the  pre-war  level.     In  the  United 
States  it  has  declined  to  a  point  below  both  1921  and  the  pre-war  period,  al- 
though there  was  some  upward  movement  during  192b.     In  Germany  the  per  capita 
consumption  is  small,  and  the  price  relatively  high  as  against  other  meats. 

In  the  United  Kingdom  per  capita  consumption  dropped  from  29.3  pounds 
as  the  5-year  pre-war  average  to  22  pounds  in  1922.     While  imports  in  later 
years  have  been  increasing,  domestic  production  is  still  well  below  the  pre- 
war figure,   in  spite  of  some  gains  in  the  last  few  years.     Per  capita  con- 
sumption in  1926  is  estimated  unofficially  at  23,7  pounds.     There  is  also  some 
indication  of  a  tendency  toward  heavier  beef  and  pork  consumption,  particularly  -:- 
beef,  at  the  expense  of  mutton  and  lamb,   especially  at  such  relatively  low 
prices  as  those  prevailing  at  present  for  good  chilled  or  frozen  beef.  See 
price  tables,  pages  59  to  62. 
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Dietary  habits  are  slow  to  change  under -normal  conditions,  and  re- 
spond relatively  slowly  to  shifts  in  price  relationships.     The  great  hulk 
of  British  consumers  regard  beef  as  their  basic  meat  diet,  and  present  price 
conditions  are  in  favor  of  that  attitude,  with  some  tendency  toward  displac- 
ing mutton  and  lamb.     With  regard  to  pork,  separate  consideration  must  be 
given  fresh  pork  and  cured  products.     The  price  relationship  between  mutton 
and  both  forms  of  pork  is  in  favor  of  mutton.     Since  cured  and  fresh  meats 
fill  different  places  in  the  usual  dietary  arrangement,  it  is  unlikely  that 
bacon  or  hams  should  give  ground  to  mutton  and  lamb.    A  more  probable  shift 
might  be  expected  from  fresh  pork  to  mutton.     It  appears,  however,  that  the 
seasonal  factors  affecting  those  two  kinds  of  meat  mitigate  any  tendency 
toward  appreciable  substitution.    Generally  speaking,  fresh  pork  is  a  winter 
meat  and  finds  the  best  market  during  cold  weather.     Circumstances  have 
arranged  mutton  and  lamb  production  in  the  Southern  Hemisphere  so  that  the 
bulk  of  that  product  arrives  on  the  market  during  the  period  of  relatively 
slack  demand  for  fresh  pork.     Under  existing  conditions,  therefore,  it  ap- 
pears that  there  is  little  likelihood  of  low-priced  mutton  and  lamb  alone 
having  any  appreciable  effect  upon  the  British  demand  for  American  pork  products.
